For the last time, the issue of 
the Township’s phone system 
was on the agenda at the July 
11 Township Board meeting. 

__ At the June 27 meeting, the 
Board had moved that the auto- 
mated phone system remain 
turned on until Clerk Dawnette 
Bowers brings details back to 
the Board regarding the capa- 
bilities of the system and costs 
to change. 

On July 11, the Clerk told 
the Board that the cost to have 
a separate phone line for each 
department would run $11,000 


eNom to set up plus a $600 monthly» 


fee to Ameritech. 
Trustee Nora Adkins re- 
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sponded, “You mean there is 
absolutely no way to change 
the system without that cost?” 
She said she recalled that when 
the purchase of the system had 
been discussed a couple years 
ago, the Board was told it 
wouldn’t be costly to make 
changes. Again, she reminded 
Bowers it was originally in- 
tended as a back-up system. 
Bowers insisted the system 
was purchased for its expan- 
sion ability and that any 
changes require a lot of costly 
reprogramming. She also said 


the Township paid $23,000 for 
the system and the Township — 


wouldn’t have paid so much for 
something used only for back-up. 







Trustee Marlene Krause 
said, “It’s not my intent to make 
this Township pay a lot of 
money, but I think it’s time this 
Township starts giving back to 
the community.” She told the 
Board that in the future, pur- 
chases should be examined 
more carefully. 

O’Kelley pointed out the 
incredible amount of time that 
has been spent on the issue over 
the last few months. “Even 
more than on the Pinnacle pro- 
ject,” he stated O’Kelley said 
that although he felt it was a 
simple request, he was ready to 
be done with the issue. 

Trustee Mary Lou Carey 
said that for years people in the 



























































Township Hall have felt the 
Township is understaffed while 
those outside have felt the 
Township is overstaffed. She 
said she doesn’t want Town- 
ship employees to be over- 
worked. Therefore, she mot- 
ioned to leave the phone sys- 
tem as Is. 

Adkins again reminded that 
there had been some discussion 
of offering Township employ- 
ees a refresher course on the 
use of the phone system at the 
previous meeting. 

This discussion had been 
brought up previously when 
Krause pointed out that many 
times she has seen Township 
employees standing around

doing nothing and when the 
phone rings in their offices, 
they ignore it and let the voice 
mail pick it up. 

At that time, the Supervisor 
had argued it was easier to let a 
person leave their concern on 
voice mail. He justified this’ by 
saying that in case the person 
answering the phone didn’t 
already know the answer to a 
citizen concern the Township 
could get back with them later 
after researching the issue. 

The motion to leave the 
automated phone system on 
and. to instruct and train 
employees on answering the 
phone system was carried, with 
Krause and O’Kelley opposing.
